An effort to increase the taxes on 
liquor from debt defaulting nations in 
the house when the bill was under 
consideration there was howled down. 

The senate also adopted an amend- 
ment to permit newspaper and peri- 
odicals carrying liquor advertisements 
to circulate in dry states. 

Democrats Unsuccessful. 

Democratic leaders made every ef- 
_fort in-the senate to muster sufficient 
strength to defeat the Clark amend- 
ment, which they said would em- 
barrass the president’s efforts to ex- 
pand the nation’s foreign’ trade 
through reciprocal trade agreements. 

Senator Pat Harrison, chairman of 
the finance committee, leaped to his 
feet when the amendment was intro- 
‘duced to denounce it as improper for 
inclusion in the tax bill, and to warn

ed restrictions on American agricul- 


tural exports. 

Only four republicans and a scat- 
tering of democrats were in their seats 
when debate on the amendment began. 
Administration leaders had expected 
little difficulty in defeating it. 

Democrats who had voted in favor 
of the amendment were given an op- 
portunity to change their vote when 
Harrison called for a re-reading of the 
roll call vote.

To Senate on Waterway Pact 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(AP)—The text of President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage to the senate today advocating quick ratification of the St. Lawrence 


waterway treaty follows: 
To the senate: 
I request the consideratien of rati- 


fication by the senate of the so-called 
St. Lawrence treaty with Canada. 
Broad national reasons lead me, with- 
out hesitation, to advocate the treaty. 
There are two main considerations, 
navigation and power. 

Canada and the-United States are 
possessed of a natural flow of water 
from near the center of the continent 
to the ocean—a flow which through- 
out the greater part of its length is 
today available for navigation by large 
size vessels. A system of locks at the 
eastern end of Lake Superior, a 
dredged channel between Lake Huron 
and Lake Erie, and another series of 
great locks between Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario provide free and ade- 
quate navigation well down the St. 
Lawrence@river. From there, a series 
of three rapids, all of them within a 
distance of 120 miles, now impede 
navigation by ocean-going vessels; but 
a Canadian canal already 
facilities for smaller’ ships.

At Field Meeting in Tifton 


Means of Combating 
Blue Mold and Other 
Diseases Explained to 
Growers. 


TIFTON, Ga., Jan. 10.—(4)—Sow- 
ing of tobacco in beds as far apart 
as possible to prevent a threatened 
shortage of tobacco plants as a result 
of the recent appearance of the blue 
mold was advised here today by an 
expert at a conference of tobacco farm- 
ers and country agricultural agents. 

Approximately 400 attended the to- 
bacco field meeting conducted here an- 
nually by the Georgia coastal plain 
experiment station. 

Spraying with a formula known as 
the Bordeaux mixture was recommend- 
ed by J. G. Gaines, tobacco disease 
epecialist of the station, as a means 
of combating outbreaks of blue mold. 

A bright spot in the tobacco out- 
look was reported by E. C. West- 
brook, another specialist, who said 
there was an increasing consumption 
of American tobacco, he said the 
bright leaf situation was better than 
that of other classes of tobacco, with 
expectations of improvement in domes- 
tic and foreign consumption. 

J. M. Carr, tobacco specialist of 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture, also attached to the ex- 
periment station here, discussed the 
dest methods of growing plants, fertili- 
zation and selection of varieties best 
adapted to the Georgia market de- 
mands, 

The government's plan for control- 
ling corn and hog production was ex- 
lained to 40 cownty agents who came 
he sre for the tobacco meeting, by C. D. 
Lowe, of the United States department 
of agriculture. 

Mr. Gaines ital the damage 
caused by blue mold in 1932 which, 
he said, combined with a late freeze, 
reduced the crop that year by more 
than 60 per cent.

GEORGE SPONSORS BILL 
UN VOCATIONAL WORK 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Sena- 
tor Walter F. George, of Georgia, to- 
day introduced in the senate a bill, 
to continue the further development 
of vocational training and education 
in the several states and territories. 
The measure authorized the appropri- 
ation for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1935. and each year thereafter, 
$3,750,000 for the purpose of paying 
teachers, supervisors and directors of 
agricultural subjects in educational 
institutions. 

The senator proposes that one-third 
of this sum be allotted each year to 
all states and territories in the pro- 
portion their farm population bears 
to the total farm population of the 
United States, exclusive of our insu- 
lar possessions; one-third in the pro- 


portion. that the rural population in 
each state and territory bears to the, 


total rural population; and one-third 
in the ‘proportion the non-farm popu- 


lation of each state and territory 
bears to the total non-farm population 
of the country. 

The department of education, inte- 
rior department, for which an addi- 
tional $100,000 annually is authorized 
to be appropriated, for administrative 
purposes, will have charge of the ad- 
ministration of the act. 

Present appropriations for educa- 
tion work expire with the end of the 
fiscal year. Senator George was 
therefore prompted to move a con- 
tinuation of the existing policy. Sev- 
eral years ago congress passed a bill 
sponsored by him bringing the pro- 
gram up to the present period. The 
work has been so valuable that he 
decided to ask for further funds,

GHICAGO MILK WAR 


Truce Signed by Repre- 
sentatives of Farmers, 
Windy City Dairies. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 10.—(4)—The 
Chieago milk blockade was ended to-- 
day as the federal government moved 
toward stern intervention against in- 

_terference with interstate shipments 
and with the United States mails. 

Settlement of the strike was in the 
form of a truce signed by represent- 
atives of the farmers, the big Chicago 
dairies,’ and even the independent 
dairies which in the past have re 
fused to guarantee any minimum 
price to producers. . 

l'nder terms of the truce, a media- 
tion board of three members, one from 
the distributors, one from the farm- 
ers and a third to be selected by the 
first two, will be named to agree on 
a fair price to be paid farmers. 

The settlement came as violence 
and sabotage in Chicago and the ter- 


ritory for 100 miles around reached 
the point of virtual civil war. Thou- | 
sands of gallons of milk had been | 
spilled on highways, trucks and dairies | 
wrecked, nine trains stopped and | 
searched for milk, dairymen slugged. | 

When the embargo ended there was} 
not a drop of milk for sale in Chicago | 
stores, even families with small chil- 
dren could obtain none, and deliv-; 
eries to hospitals and _ institutions | 
were threatened. 

The settlement in many ways was) 
regarded as more favorable to the 
farmers than any condition previous- | 
ly prevailing in the huge Chicago | 
market, even under the milk market- | 
ing act put into effect by the agri-| 
eultural adjustment act and abandon- | 
ed January 1. 

For the first time, independent | 
dairies (non-members of the Chicago | 
Milk Council, Ine.) will pay on a, 
minimum basis for their milk. | 

Dairies which refused to abide by, 
the federal marketing agreement | 
were among those signing the truce. | 
They ineluded the Meadowmoor, | 
Edgewater, Wagner and Lakeview) 
Companies.

Nobody knows, of course, what the supreme court 
will say about any future case, as each stands on its

The Minnesota law provided that the state could prevent foreclosures 
by requiring the holder of the mortgage to accept a fair rental value or 
interest charge until a specific date in 1934. Had there been no date 
fixed, the law would have been regarded as a piece of permanent legis- 
lation.

The supreme court will also reserve the right to inquire into the 
facts and circumstances to determine whether the emergency is real or 
whether it is simply an excuse for the enactment of permanent legisla- 


tion. 


A declaration by congress that an emergency exists does not 


always mean that the courts will agree with the declaration. 

The significance of the Minnesota decision—and it is probably the 
forerunner of many of similar import—is that in an emergency much 
will be tolerated but that the moment efforts are made to impose on 
the country a permanent system, the supreme court will probably. point 
to the amending power of the constitution itself as the best remedy 
available to the people or their leaders who may feel that a new social 
or economic order shall be set up in America. 

Perhaps the most far-reaching effect of the Minnesota mortgage case 


decision will be its ‘effect on real estate finance. 


If a state can pass a 


law suspending foreclosures, even for an emergency period, what rank 


will investors hereafter give real estate in their list of investments?

The highest court in 


Great Britain recently refused to permit an ‘‘emergency” to be offered 
as a reason for failing to pay gold contracts in full. 

The supreme court of the United States is in tune with the new 
deal—at least so far as temporary measures are concerned—but it will 
not be when the laws are extended or renewed on the ground that an 


emergency still prevails.

‘Kid’ Elberfeld First Introduced 
‘Dead’ Ball to Baseball 


It was Norman ( Kid) Elberfeld, the Tabasco Kid himself, | 
who first introduced the ‘‘dead ball” to baseball. 

And he did it with a baseball which, according to present- 
day standards, was already dead. 

The Kid, before a tough game his Little Rock Travelers 
were to play, took a dozen balls and put them in a cold storage 
plant where the temperature was down around the zero point. 


He let them stay there for a few days. The 
frozen balls lost all their resiliency. They had no get- 
up-and-go. They popped here and there with no ginger 
at all. The Kid, who was quite a boy when it came 
to machinations on the diamond, contrived to get them 
in there when the rival club was at bat. 

Those were the so-called good old days when the baseball 
was a baseball and not a canned Mexican jumping bean or a 
jackrabbit in a jacket. 

And now the two major leagues have agreed on a 
standard ball, the National league having scrapped its 
‘““dead’’ ball and adopted the ball which the American 
league has been slapping here and there through the — 
infielders’ legs and over the heads of the harassed out- 
fielders. 

It means that the averages will take a jump in the National 
league—this adoption of the lively ball. In other words, the 
National league owners have become convinced that Old Hon- 
est John, the eternal fan, does not care for tight pitching, ex- 
pert base running and inside baseball. Old John wants to see | 
them sail over the fences, tar, far away.

S’FUNNY—CONSIDERING OUR OLD HEROES. 

It's a bit incongruous, too, when we look back at all our 
national heroes in baseball. With the exception of Babe Ruth 
and a minor hero or so such as Bob Grove, they were all prod- 
ucts of the days when the baseball was dead. 

Baseball was built on normal hitting and skillful 
pitching. This was the great attraction of the game— 
the difficulty of getting hits off smart pitchers. It de- 
veloped to a high degree the art of base running, of 
wits and of so-called inside baseball. 

In those days the .300 hitter was comparatively rare. It 
was no later than 1916 that Larry Doyle, the Giant captain 
and later the ill-fated manager of the Nashville Vols, led the 
National league with the tremendous average of .320. 

They release players today for an average such as that. 

Look at the old heroes—the hitting heroes—Ty 
Cobb, who was a marvel at bat, on the base paths and 
in the field. He played with the dead baseball and his 
record is still the greatest in the game. He was the 
great artist on the paths. 

It was Cobb who once scored from first on a bunt—and | 
no-errors in it to be excused by a lenient scorer. 

There was Napoleon Lajoie, Hans Wagner, Willie Keeler | 
for a few of the hitters. And there was Waddell, Marquard, | | 
Raymond, Mathewson, Walter Johnson, Cy Young—a few of | 
the pitchers.

Babe Ruthshad 29 home runs in 1919. He was hailed as. 
a miracle man. He did that with the old ball. The same one) 
that Home Run Baker hit out of the park a dozen times in one 
year to earn the “Home Run” prefix. (And today any punk 
can hit a dozen home runs and think nothing of it.) 

They put in the lively ball in 1920 and Ruth slapped 
out 54 home runs. The crowds poured in. They wound 
the yarn tighter and pepped up the core of the ball. 
(Seybold’s record of 16 home runs in the 1902 season had ; 

stood tor 17 years.) 
With the lively. ball, players began to finish the season 
with an average higher than .400. 

In 1927 Babe Ruth hit 60 home runs. Records and 
salaries and attendance climbed. 

Baseball ceased to be a sport and became a highly organ- 
ized and highly profitable business. Businessmen bought cut 
the sportsmen. 


THE 1933 NATIONAL LEAGUE RECORDS. 

In the National league last season the so-called ‘‘dead’’ ball 
was in use. 

It got results. Pitching came back. The National 
league saw 113 shutouts; the American but 53. Base 
stealing was revived as an art; the 1-to-0 and the 2-to-1 
games came back. 

And attendance fell off. The World Series was played to 
comparatively small crowds. All the skill of Hubbell, Warneke, 
Schumacher and other stand-out pitchers in the National circuit 
could not replace the sound of the swat as sweet music to the 
ears of the paying guests. 

This season the two leagues will use the lively ball. 

It is the first time, since the jackrabbit came into base- 

ball, that both leagues have used a uniform ball.

STEEL OUTPUT SHOWS 


DECLINE IN NEW YEAR 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—(/)—Iron 
Age said today that steel demand had 
“fallen off materially since the close 
of 1933,” although the decline was 
not unexpected in view of December's 
contra-seasonal expansion. 

“Current production at 31 per 
cent,” said the review, “reflects no de- 
cline from the rate of a week ago, but 
operations are being sustained in part 
by the replenishment of mill stocks of 
raw and semi-finished steel and hence 
do not fully measure the shrinkage’ in 
consumer demand. 

“How long it will take the trade 
to digest inventories built up in De- 
cember is difficult to estimate. It is 
possible that a further decline in out- 
put will occur before improvement sets 
in again, although such a development 
may be forestalled by an expansion in 
the demand for sheets, strip and other 
products on which contract prices did 
not advance on January 1.’

Nancy’s gift box was almost empty. 
Christmas had been a drain upon it.

For Starting Reichstag Fire 


LEIPZIG, Germany, Jan. 10.—€/*) 
The beheading of stolid Marinus Van 
Der Lubbe today for the burning of 


the reichstag last February closed one 
chapter of that sensational case and 
brought to the fore the probable fate 
of his four fellow defendants. 

The emotionless young Dutch brick 
mason was executed at 7:30 o'clock 
after refusing, as in a coma, to reply 
to final questions whether he had 
anything to say and whether he had 
any last wishes. 

In two or three days the German 
government is due to decide what to 
do with three Bulgarians, who have 
been in jail since December 23, when 
the supreme court convicted Van Der 
Lubbe and acquitted the other four. 

Poland indicated day to the soviet 
government that it would grant the 
Bulgarians—Georgi Dimitroff, Was il 
Taneff and Blagoi Popoff—a transit 
visa in case Germany decides to de- 
port them to Russia. 

The fourth, Ernst Torgler, one-time
